Maybe some bits of pieces from {he 
work cut out will be more entertaining 
this hot weather than bare dates and 
transfers.of land.

‘Hanna, wife of John 
Russell junior, the friend of the two 
Samuel PLillips’ in succession, is 
rather a But to crack owing to-the dif- 
ference between the town records, 
meagre in this case and. those com- 
piled by the careful genealogist, Rev. 
George Mooar in that invaluable-edition 
of our South Manual published in An- 
dover. Isaac and Jacob, brothers of 
‘Hanna Foster, aré remembered in 
names of children of John Russell, and 
these names enter the Russell family for 
the first time. Other things contribute 
to the support of this selection for 
John’s bride. 

Right here I am going to whisper 
something into your “private ear’ that 
is too good to keep any longer. To 
those familiar for years with the “free 
part” of our burying place in the South 
Parish and who have wondered at the 
absence of the old stone pegs of their 
childhood, some explanation of the 
difficulty in settling such cases by ref- 
erence to family monuments is due. 
In the o!d days, the Parish owned the 
whole, the sexton was paid to keep it 
in order and the Parish dead were left 
undisturbed to their advantage and 
ours, Disaster came when the modern 
spirit of improvement built family 
tombs about 100 years ago perhaps. 
Next, family monuments came in and 
for the last fifty years ‘a clearing-up 
process has been going on. -The parish 
sold lots in the unoccupied part of the 
ground around this sacred and verer- 
able center plot and we proceeded to 
stick up first those ugly white marble 
slabs and later the lofty wax polished 
granite. The old stones were pulled 
up by the heirs of Abbotts and Chand- 
lers and Holts and being useless in the 
opinion of the owners, the sexton was 
allowed to dispose of them for a small 
profit. The local chimney builders, 
for instance and drain constructors 
found them just a fit for euch con- 
diictore :and there the ancestors are 
honored, as- wellas-under some docr 
step. In 1850 the tower of the South 
Church in Boston, 50 feet below the 
dial, yielded up the memorials of the 
famous Capt.. Scottow and his friend 
Wm. Middleton buried in the old yard 
in 1698. -As time went on, and stones 
fell in the ‘free’ part’’ ‘of priceless. 
value to the antiquarians, a sexton 
with a: business conscience turned them 
over to a local contractor to pound up 
for those face walls you cannot sit upon 
and so the old records went flying and 
in place of cherubs’heads came the new 
folks in our middle plot with doves and 
willow. The Parish had not waked up 
to the value of this collection till our 
present intelligent and conscientious 
superintendent soon after being in- 
stalled, indignantly refused when a 
hint was given as to “them stones that j 
fall over in the old part” to trade off | 
such relics. He was put there to set | 
up such monuments, and so we have 
saved afew.

Dying there iu 1812 
Jabez Hayward was able to secure the 
whole house and to build over this his- 
toric room with an ell at the rear se- 
curing us a valuable relic of the old 
days.

TILt Were Rulings, 

ashington, July 28.—The commis- 
sioner of internal revenue has held that 
merchandise brokers are not required 
to stamp both buyers’ and gellers’ con- 
tracts under the new act. The original 
note or memorandum of sale is alone 
held to be subject to the tax, and fur- 
ther, a mere memorandum accompany- 
ing an offer to purchase is subject to the 
tax only when the offer is accepted. 
Merchandise brokers are held to be com- 
mercial brokers, and-as such are sub- 
ject to the tax provided for in section 2 
of the new revenue act, The commis- 
sioner also has held that merchants, 
warehousemen, auctioneers and cattle 
brokers whe receive goods, produce of 
any kind or livestock are not com- 
mercial brokers within the meaning of 
section 2 of the new revenue act, and 
therefore are not subject to a special 
tax. 

In declaring on the medical schedule, 
the, commissioner .says: “Any med- 
icinal article which is compounded by 
any formula, published or unpublished, 
will be held to be taxable under schedule 
B, when it is put up in style or manner 
similar to that of patent, trademark or 
proprietary medicine in general, or is 
advertised on the package or other- 
Wise as a remedy or specific for any 
ailment, as having any special claim 
to merit, or as having any peculiar ad- 
vantage in mode of preparation, quality, 
use or effect.” ;

Wechirgton, July 28.—The overtures 
fur peace have suspended for the time 
being at least interest in the military 
and naval situation, Although it was 
known through the open admission of 
yme mbes of the administration that the 
present phase would remain unchanged 
until after another cabinet meeting on 
Friday, there was evinced a disposition 
to discuss this matter in its every as- 
pect. 

The Spanish wéehiulticn is clothed 
with all the solemnity and formality of 
a government act. The official .in- 
structions to Mr. Cambon bear the offi- 
cial. signature of Duke Almadovar, the 
Spanish minister of foreign affairs, and, 
besides expressing thedesire of the cab- 
inet and government that the negotia- 
tions be opened, they are given the add- 


ed solemnity of approval and earnest: 


personal request by the queen, regent. 
The instructions_bear the date of Mad- 
rid, July 25... These formalities dismiss 
all question in the minds of officials here 
as to the wishes of the government of 
Spain. Aside from this, Cambon. is 
too much of a veteran in diplomatic 
affairs to have embarked on’ private 
overtures toward peace. 

Naturally the first point of inquiry was 
the exact shape taken by the Spanish 
presentation. Curiosity on this point 
remained ungratified and must probably 
so continue fur some days to come, the 
president having decided that nothing 
more definite than the statement issued 
from the White House shall:be given 
to the public at this time. The motive 
is a prudential one, and the president has 
even gone so far as to suggest to the 
Madrid authorities the expediency of 
keeping the text of thé Spanish overture 
from publication for the present. . 
ae | Character of the Demand. 

The next point of interest was the 
ycharacter and extent of the demand 
likely to be made by the United States 
as the condition of peace. It is felt that 
the statement of terms both from Spain 
and from the United States may be some 
days off, as there doubtless will be con- 
siderable fencing at the outset before 
the actual point of stating terms is 
reached. A good deal of this for in- 
stance -may result from the attempt-to 

define the methods of approach to the 

object sought, whether through a com 
mission or through the direct exchange 
of notes. There will bemuch discussion 
in all likelihood:also ing-an arm- 

istice, for it is the distinct purpose of the 

‘Spanish authorities to-secure a sus- 
pension of hostilities pending the ne- 
gotiations for peace, Jt may be that the 
application will be granted, but if so it 

will. be only under the most effective 
safeguards to prevent loss of any ad- 

vantage to the United States and upon 
binding. pledges that certain well de- 
fined objects are to be conceded to us. 

The presfdent discussed this complex 
subject all day with various members 
of the cabinet as they called in the 
course of ordinary business. Secretary 

Day and Postmaster General Smith 
spent some time at the White House. 


It is virtually admitted by leading. 


members of the administration that upon 
only ane point in the peace negotiations 
fély to be serious friction, and 
that“relates to the future of the Philip- 
pines. A to Cuba and Porto Rico, all 
~believe. that there is a. reasonable 
certainty of encountering little opposi- 
tion to our demands. The Spanish gov- 
ernment might insist upon the proposi- 
tion\thrown out by the vatican, namely, 
that the United States shall annex Cuba, 
the ostensible purpose being to secure 
further protection for the Spanish ele- 
ment left in the island; but while this 
would be a vexatious point, it would 
yield to adjustment. As to the Philip- 
pines, there is a full expectation of 
greater difficulties to be surmounted. 
There is reason to believe that these dif- 
ficulties will be rather internal than in- 
ternational in their character, at least 
from the outset. .The-president is firm=- 
+ly of the opinion that the United States 
has no use for the islands as a permanent 
possession. The gravest problems of 
government would result were the at- 
tempt to be made to annex them owing 
to the heterogeneous and _ ill-favored 
character of the large population of the 
islands, while any effort to tinite with 
other powers in a joint administration 
might be fairly expected to result as 
unsatisfactorily as the tripartite ar- 
rangement between the United States, 
Great Britain and Germany for the gov- 
ernment of the Samoan group. How- 
ever, there are evidences that a large 
element in the United States is of the 
opinion that, the islands should be ac- 
quired by the United Stetes, and it is 
hoped by the president that before it 
comes to the formulation officially of the 
United States’ demand public sentiment 
in this country, through newspaper dis- 
cussion and otherwise, will have so far 
crystalized as to enable the government 
to perceive the popular demand clearly. 
Early Agreement Possible. 

It may be stated that it is confidently 
expected that when the governments 
H arrive at the point of actually fixing 
| terms they will be found much closer 
together than is generally supposed. It 
‘Is felt by officials that with the diplo- 
matic formalities out of the way the 
actual peace terms would require little 
time for arrangement; and it is even sug- 
gested that the anomalous condition 
might be presented of Spain's conceding 
as Much or more than the United States 
felt justified in demanding. There is 
little reason to doubt that Spain has 
made up her mind to give up Cuba. It is 
almost equally certain that she recog- 
nizes that she must consent also to the 
abandonment of Porto Rico. With those 
two vital points passed, there js every 
disposition here «not to press with un- 
due severity. About the only reason 
which would impel this government to 
insist upon an indemnity would bé@ a 
further resistance by Spain. Speaking 
broadiy, the statement is-made that a 
fettie ment in which Spain conceded two 
vital points, namely. Cuba and Porto 
Rico, and at the same time gained free- 
dom from a war inderinity and a re- 


tention of her control of the Philippines, 
would appear to be a just balance of 
jequitie s.

“This peace force is the money power, 
the great financiers, whose interests are 
entirely opposed to war. There are a 
large number of intelligent, thoughtful 
people, who believe that a gener... war 
would kill off enough of the laboring peo- 
ple to solve the labor question. Those 
who were left could be pa.d larger wages 
and live on a Kigher place. ; 

“It is interesting to cons:der which na- 
tion of Europe will be benefited by a 
@enera! European war, That nation un- 
doubtedly wou!d be Great Britain. She 
has the navy, tae men and the money. 
England is far better situated in finan- 
celal ways for war than any cther Euro- 
pean power. 

“The present friendliness of Great 
Britain toward the Urcted States I be- 
lieve to be sincere, and not expressed 
for the purpose of ineking-capital out of 
us. Weshou.d respond to this sentiment. 
Besides the ties of b'ocd we would-be 
wise to huve a power!ul ally.in caseof 
friction with any ot er Huropean power.

JERNEGAN UNDER SUSPICIO”, 


with Thousands of Dollars, 
a 


One of the greatest surprises. in. finan- 
cial circles was caused this week by the 
sudden departure of Rev. P. F. Jernegan 
of the Electrolytic Marine Salts Company 
for Europe under the most suspicious cir- 
cumstances, Mr. Jernegan was well 
known in Andover, having been formerly 
a teacher at Phillips-Academy and some- 
time Baptist minister. 

The idea of obtaining gold: from the 
sea caught his attention and in company 
with ©, E. Fisher he organized under the 
laws of Maine the company which is the 
subject of this story, with a capitalization 
of $10,000,000, in shares of a dollar each, 

Adveitisements ard pamphlets. scat- 
tered broadcast tald how Messrs, Je:ne- 
gan and Fisher, after ‘years of study and 
oxpereeen had discovered and improved 
this. process "for extracting gold and. sil- 
ver from the sea in large quantities and 
at a commercial profit,” and Lubec, on 
the coast of Maine, was selected as the 
site of the “works.” 

, Being a secret process, of course the 
two discoverers and promoters had to 
guard the ‘‘works”’ and everything con- 
nected therewith in impenetrable mys- 
tery. Rev. Mr. Jernegan: became vice- 
president and general manager of the 
company, and Mr, Fisher assistant gen- 
eral manager, What the gentlemen who 
became associated with them knew about 
the business was probably very little. At 
regular intervals the Boston office re- 
ceived from Lubec a gold and silver brick 
and one of these—valued, they say, at 
$2000—was received on Ménday ‘ast. ° 

Newburyport investors bit very quickly 
and it is estimated that there may be 
$300,000 to $500,000 of their money in this 
enterprise, from not only the ablest men 
of finance in the city, but also from 
people of small means, who have invested 
their money because of the fact that so 
many good men were in it, and because 
of the high reputation of the promoters 
of the enterprise, residents of Newbury- 


rt. 
Pethe stidden departure of Rev. P, F. 
Jernegan has caused a great commotion, 


therefore, in Newburyport, and,the an- |’ 


nouncement made by the Boston News 
Bureau was to-this effect: 

“The Electrolytic Marine Salts Com- 
pany bas stopped the issue of stock, 
pending further investigation, as th in- 
ventor of the process, Rev. P. F. Jernegan, 
is believed to have sailed for Europe on 
Saturday under suspicious circumstances 
ana without proper notice to his associ- 
ates. The usual $2000 gold and -silver 
brick arrived Monday from North Lubec. 
The company bas collected about $1,000,- 
0LO. and has paid to Mr, Jernegan $338,- 
37840. The gentlemen ‘connected with 
the Boston office of the company have 
honorable reputations and will spare no 
efforts to ascertain if there has been de- 
ception in the matter. At present they 
have no further‘evidence of. deception 
than Mr. Jernegan’s peculiar action in 
sailing for Kurope.” 

In New York he lias had considerable 
financial dealings aud the Herald gives a 
lengthy account of the purchase of U. 
S. Bonds paying cash in every instance. 
He had a confederate who woiked with 
him,by the name of F. W. Fhomson, who 
appeared in the office of a brokerage firm 
in Wall Street, on’ July 15, and asked 
themtobuy for him $10,000 in government 
bonds. 
but said that he’ bad seen their advertise- 
ment and had called to do some business 
with them... 

They bought the bonds and he paid 
for them in cash,. A few days later he 
bought $15,000 more bonds and paid for 
them in cash also, which large cash pay- 
ments excited the astonishment of the 
brokers. They travelled through the 
city together in a cab. 

One day Thompson bought from the 
Wall Street house already mentioned $25, 
000 in government bonds, . the cost, of 
which at the market price was $31,000. 


It was late in the afternoon when he: 


called for them. He stated that as he 
did not have sufficient money in the bank 
he could not draw a check, but he said 
he could get the cash at the deposit com- 
pany, and so he rushed to the deposit 
vaults with his bag in bis hand. The 
keen eyes employed by the Fourth 
National were secretly following his 
muvements.

Tliese large transactions were 
kept up for several gays until an aggre- 
gate of about $150,000 in bonds had been 
purchased. Le Pay 4 

Where did he get all these big bills ? 
At the Fourth National the most careful 
scrutiny failed to reveal any clew to 
where the money came from, and the 
bills deposited “with the Wall Street 
establishment furnished no bint. The 
little peur straps that banks paste’round 
bundles of bills, with the amount and the 
initials of the counter. were not to be 
found, and it was found that after every 
visit to the safe’ deposit vaults Thomp- 
son was careful ta leave not the slightest 
scrap of paper behind. One day, how- 
ever, he made a slip. Among bills de- 
posited at the Fourth National was one 
of these straps, which had been caught 
up among the bills, and it bore the 
printed name of a financial institution in 
Brooklyn. 

This gave the bank’ a clew, and‘ it im- 
mediately sent over to Brooklyn and 
found that this institution also had a 
mysterious customer, who was causing 
the greatest anxiety by transactions of an 
equally curious nature. 

This man had deposited drafts on New 
England institutions and accumulated a 
large sum to his 7 The president 
of this institution had wired to one Bos- 
ton bank, on which a draft for a large 
snm was drawn, as to whether it was all 
right, and received the reply that the 
draft was good. The funny thing was 
that this customer when he withdrew 
money would not take a check, but 
wanted cash. On one occasion he para- 
lyzed the president by asking to have 
$75,000 in bills ready for him by- the fol- 
lowing day or the day after. 

The president asked an explanation of 
his mysterious customer, who was no 
other than P. F. Jernegan. The latter ex- 
plained that it was necessary for the pay- 
ment of extensive machinery used in the 
setret process.

Shrinkage In the West the Reason Ad- 
vanced by Holders—Fair Demand For 


Consumption—Eggs Badly Damaged by 
the Heat — Flour Prices Not Much 
Changed. 


Boston, July 27.—More strength has 
been developed in the butter market un- 
der the influence of speculative demand 
in the west and the falling off of receipts 
here, and another half cent has been 
added to the price, Some receivers are 
asking 1 cent, more on strictly fine lots, 
There is not the active trade here that is 
reported at other places, and dealers are 
slow to pay an advance which is not 
‘warranted by the conditions of the mar- 
iket. Still, shippers of butter to this 
point expect to get the full current rate, 
and if'it cannot be obtained they order 
their goods stored. There seem to be 


buyers enough elsewhere to take the | carry a complete line of everything needed 


surplus at the rising rates, and while’ 
they continue to operate they establish 
a@ value for other buyers. ‘The basis for 
the increase is the alleged shrinkage in 
the flow of milk in western sections, 
where very hot and dry weaher prevails 
and the flies are a great pest to the cows. 

Receivers of Vermont, |New Hamp- 
shire and-northern New York invoices 
were not offering their beat grades Tues- 
day under 18% cents, and buyers who 
had been around said they could not 
find the right kind at a less price; but 
few sales in a large way were made, and 
we Can only give 18% cents as the asking 
price, with the belief that it will bees- 
tablished before the week is out. Fine 
butter in boxes was sold at 18% to 19 
cents, and the tendency was to 19-
